into divers other languages tranſlated) to offer the ſame vnto 

4 your Maieſties protection. The one was that mol cleare, ami- 
able, and cheeretull countenance towards all learning and ver- 
tue, which on euery ſide molt brightly from your Royall Perſon appearing, hath ſo 
inflamed and incouraged, not onely me, to the loue and admiration thereof, but all 
ſuch others alſo, your Graces loyall ſubiects, which are not too too dull of vnderſſan- 
ding: that we thinke no trauell too great, whereby we are in hope both to proſit our 
Country, and to pleaſe ſo noble and louing a Princeſſe, whoſe whole power and en- 
deuor we ſee thereto bent, that vertue and knowledge (the two moſt beautifull orna- 
ments of a well gouerned Kingdome ) may flouriſh and beare ſway : vice and igne- 
rance (the foes of all goodnes) may vaniſh and giue place, The other was, that car. 
neſt zeale, and feruent deſire that Ihaue, & a long time haue had,to ſhew my ſelfe (by 
yeelding ſome fruit of painfull diligence) a thankful! ſubiect to ſo vertuous a Soue- 
raigne, and a fruitfull member of ſo good a common weale. The firſt of theſe hart · 
or imboldned me againſt theſe perſwaſions of mine owne vnworthineſſe, which 
(radoubred!y) had put me to vtter lilence,had I not bin ſuſtained both with the com- 
fortable remembrance of your Highneſſe clemencie, and withall conſidered, that no 
gift may lightly be more acceptably preſented to the Head, than that, which wholy 
tendeth tothe preſeruation of the re(t of the body. Of which ſort, when I conſidered 
this Hiftorie of Plants to he, I feared the leſſe to pteſent it vato your Maieſtie : know- 
ing that by your Princely clemencie the {ame being received, and by your high wile. 
dome and authoriticallowed, ſhall take ſuch place in your body politike, as in the na- 
turall thoſe do, that by the Head (which by reaſons rule gouerneth the whole) are 
knowneto be approued and condignly allowed. The ſecond pricketh me continually 
forward with this or the like perſwalion: That as a thankfull heart towards a naturall 
mother cannot be better teſtified, than by loue ſhewedand practiſed towards hir deere 
children: nor a more acceptable fruitfulneſſe be required of any one branch. than that 
which may redound to the ornament of the whole ſtocke: ſo I in no wiſe ſhould be 
more able to ſhew my thaakfull minde towards your Highnelle (the molt loving and 
tender mother of this Common-weale) than in publiſhing this Hiſtorieto the benetre 


of your molt loving ſubiects, as being the beſt token of loue and diligence that Iam 
ſlation were 


at this time able to ſlew vnto cicher. And (doubtles) it my kill inthe trap

anſwerable to the worthineſſe either of the Hiſtoric it ſelfe, or of the Authors thereof, 
I doubt not, but l ſhould be thought to haue honored your Maieſtie with an accepta- 
ble preſent. As touching the worthines of the Hiſtorie it elf, truly that thing may not 
juſtly be thought vnmeet to be offered vnto a Prince, the knowledg whereof, belide 
that it is by daily —_ knowne to be both profitableto all, & pleaſant to many, 
is aboue all other faculties (the divine knowledge wherby the ſoule liueth only exce- 
) with ſo high commendations in the holy icriptures extolled,that not only the 
profetſors therof are accounted worthy of admiration & honor: but euen Salomon that 
royall & wiſe K ing, for that he had the knowled ofthe natures of Plants, and was able 
to diſpute therof, from the higheſt to the loweſt, from the Cedar in Lebanon, tothe 
Hyſſope that ſpriogeth out of the wall, is therefore in the ſacred Bible highly dignihed 
and renowmed, Iwill ſay nothing of Mirhridater, Lyſimachus, Gentins, Artemiſia, 
and ſuch noble and mighty Princes, whoſe delight and liking towards this knowled 
of the nature of Plants was ſuch, that as by their diligent inquilition they wittily foun 
out the vie of many of them: ſo, hauing found the ſame, they diſdained not to deno- 
minate and impart thereto their owne names, which euen to this day many of them 
do ſtill retaine. But arguments to this purpoſe, are b:fore your moſt excellent Maie- 
ſtie needleſſe to be aledged: as well bicauſe your Highaes is daily converſant in the 
moſt cleare light of all both diuine and humane knowledge, whereby you farre more 
eaſily ſee the whole compaſſe, than men of meane eſlate are able to conceiue a part: as 
2 the profeſſors of this facultie be with your Highneſſe had in ſuch price 
and eſtimation, that they are not onely by your Maieſtie and your moſt noble Proge- 
nitors, with ſundry priuiledges and liberties endowed, with many and great ſlipends 
and penſions in your Graces Vniuerſities and Scholes foſtered and maintained: but 
alſo as they ſhall be found to haue laudably profited therein, ſo are they aduanced and 
called to the charge of your Perſon, andthe perſons of your Nobles, And Art bei 
by honor nouriſhed,increaſerhdaily,and putteth all men out of doubt, that they whic 
ſo imbrace the profeſſors thereot,do both well like and thinke of the facultie, and ſuffi- 
ciently and both the vic and the excellencie thereof. As touching the Author 
of this worke which I haue cranſlated, bow painfull a man he is, bow skiltull, and how 
luckily he bath atchieued this his buſin eſſe, as it ſhall beſt appeare by diligent reading 
ouer his works: ſo alſo may it eaſily be knowneby the teſtimonies and iudgments of 
the moſt learned Phyſitions of this age. Of whom, ſome are by their owne works al- 
ready extant, e and renowmed, and others (by the great trauell that they haue 
beſtowed — him out of his tongue, herein he wrote, into diuers other lan- 
) are made evident and famous: but none before this into Engliſh, Which 
Fab made me deſirous (following their example) to make my Countrymen partakers 
of ſuch knowledge, as other learned and wiſe men in other Countries haue thought 
meete to be made knowne inthe native tongues of their Common-weales.

profitable this Hiſtorie of Plants x, or how worthy to be ſtudied, ei- 
ther how hard and how highly in times paſt eſteemed,what be the cau- 
ſes of the hardnes thereof, how they may be remedied, and why the 
| e Author hereof (after ſo many learned both ancient and late wrs. 
ters) tooks pon him the ſetting forth of the ſame : or why in his 
| Annotations and laſt Edition he hath renoked certaine things which 
in the firſt eſcaped him : for thy inſtruttion and reſolution in theſe matters, I refer thee 
to the ſame Aut hort two Prefaces, wherein he learnedly, and as briefly as the nature of 
the matters will permit, diſcourſeth thereof ſufficiently. But if thou wouldeſt know of 
me, why I haue taken vpon me the tranſlation and publication of the ſame in this our na- 
tive tongue, as I might without any great labor yeeld thee many init and reaſonable cau- 
ſes of my ſo doing, if I thought it greatly expedient or neceſſarie ſo to do: ſo I thinkg it 
ſufficient for any, whom reaſon may ſatisfie, by way of anſwer to alledge this action and 

ſententious poſition : Bonum, quo communius, eo melius & præſtantius: A good thi 
the more common it is, the better it is. Seeing then that my tranſlation ſhall make this 
good and profitable Hiſtorie (which hitherts hath lien hid from many of my ( vuntrymen, 
vnder the vaile of an unknowne language ) familiar and knowne unte them : and if it be 
good (as no good man will denie ) to inlurge 4 good thing, and to make many partakers 
thereof: then can there not lacks init cauſe to be —_— of this my — : neither thinke 
I, that any will miſlike or repine thereat, except ſuch, as either enuie the weale of others 
whom they account ſimpler than themſeluet, and therefore reckon unworthy to be in their 
owne language made partakers thereef: or elſe are ſo ſtudious of their owne priuate gaine, 
that they feare, left by this meanes ſome part thereof may be leſſened : whiles others un- 
derſtanding the nature and vertues of Plants and Herbs, ſhall be the leſſe beholding to 
their ſcrupulous chill. But the good and vertnons Phyſition, whoſe purpoſe is rather the 
health of many, than the wealth of himſclfe, will nat ( I hope) miſlike this my enterpriſe, 
which to this purpoſe ſperialy tendeth, that enen the meaneſt of my Countrymen, (whoſe 
(hill is not ſo profound, that they can fetch thus knowledge out of ſtrange tongues, nor their 
abilitie ſo wealthy, as to entertaine a learned Phyſition ) may yet in time of their neceſſitie 
haus ſome helps in their owne, or their neighbors fields and gardens at home. If per. 
chance any liſi to picks a quarrell to my m— not being either proper or not full, 
if I may obtaine of him, to beare with me till he himſelſe ſhall haxe ſet forth a better, ar 

rill the next Impreſſion, and the meane while (conſidering that it is eaſier to repre- 

hend 4 mans deings than to amend it) uſe me 4s awhetſton to further 
himſelfe, I will not much ſtrixe : 2 I ſeeks not after 
vaine-glory , but rather to benefit 
and profit my Country.

fade in UUinter, like the leanes of diners other trees, and doe renew and ſpzing 
agayne in Apꝛill. The flowers be like vnto ſmall buttons, yellow as gold, growing

One map alſo place amongſt the kinds of Coronopus, a certaine herbe, which we 
ſhall now offer bnto pon (the which is a ſtranger, and butlitle knowne in this coun- 
trep) ſeeing that it is very well like to Harts hozne : the leaues be long narrow, 
bꝛanched, with ſhot arts Altogither like to the leaues of Barts hoꝛne, ſauing that 
ſometimes they be bigger: they lie alſo flat, and ſpꝛead round vpon the ground, and 
are ſomewhat rough and hairy, like the leaues of Yarts hoꝛne: ſo that it is hard to 
know one from another, when they are both without ſtalks and floures. But when 
this herbe beginneth to haue ſtalks and floures, then the difference is caſily marked: 
fo2 this herbe bꝛingeth foꝛth two oꝛ thꝛee round ſtalks, parted into ſundꝛy bꝛanches, 
at the top whereof are placed knops and buttons, like to Cyanus oz Cozne floure, 
ſauing that the ſcales of the knaps oꝛ head, be not (9 clofely t uched, and laid one vp- 
on another, and the ſaid ſcales ſeeme cleere and thoꝛough ſhining, eſpecially when 
the floure is fallen off and withered : the floures come fo2th of the ſaid knops 03 
heads, in colour and making like the floures of Cyehozy, but ſmaller : the raote is 
long and lender.

a great deale ſmaller : the flonres grow at the top of the bzanches, aboue the water 
vpon long purple ſpikie knops,like to the eares oꝛ ſpikes of Biſto2t,the which being 
periſhed, there commeth vp round knops, wherein the ſeed is incloſed, which is hard. 

2 The ſecond kind hath long \mall ſtemmes : the leaues be long, and iagged, very 
ſmall,ſp2ead abzoad vnde rneath the water,alwaies fine o2 ſire ſtanding directly one 
againſt another, as the leaves of Padder, oz Wodzow,eneryleafelike to Tanſie, 
92 Perrow leaues, but ſmaller, and moze lagged than the leaues of tanſie, and grea- 
ter and bzoader than the leanes of PBerrow oz Pilfople, but not ſo finely cut as Pil- 
fople. It bzingeth fo2th his floures ſtalkes oꝛ femmes, growing aboue the 
water,alwaies th2& o2 foure floures ſet one againſt another,parted into fiue leaues 
like to a little whtele, 02 like ſtocke Gillofloures, oꝛ like the floures of common Bu⸗ 
gloſle, of colour white, and yellow in the middle: the rootesve nothing elſe, but like 
to long ſmall blacke thzedes, t᷑ at that end whereby they are faſtened to the ground, 
they are white, and ſhining like Ch2yffall. ; 

3 The third hearbe ſwimming vpon the water is called Morſus Ranz, oz Frog- 
bit, and it hath round leaues layed flat and ſpꝛead vpon the water, like the leaues of 
Aſarabacca, oz Fole-foote, but ſmaller, and tyed vpon ſhoꝛt ſtemmes comming out 
from the roote: the floures grow amongſt the leaues, and are white, and a little 
vellow in the middle, parted into ther leanes, much like in figure to the floures of 
water Plantaine, and the floures of water Pilfoyle, oz Crabe-claw: the roote is 
thick and ſhozt,with many long thꝛeds oz ffrings, like the rot of water Pilfoyle.

The \wet-Uiolet (as the Emperour Conſtantine waiteth) was called in Greeke 
Jon, after the name of that ſwe&te girle or pleaſant damoſel lo, which lupice: after 
that he had got hir with child, turned hir into a trim ÞPeyfer or gallant Cow, be- 
cauſe that his wife luno (being both an angzie and jealous Goddefſe) ſhould not 
ſuſpect that be loued lon. In the honour of which his lo, as alſo foꝛ her moze deli- 
cate and wholeſonte feeding, the earth at the commanndement of lupiter bzonght 
fozth Aiolets, the which after the name of his welbeloned lo, he called in Greeke 
Ion: and therefo2e they are alſo called in Latine (as ſome doe wiite) Violz , quaſi 
Victulz, & Vaccinia. Nicander wziteth, that the name of lon was giuen vnto Uios 
lets, becanſe of the Nymphes of Ionia, who firſt of all pzeſented lupiter with theſe 
kindes of floures.

This floure may be called in Latine Flos Aphricanus, foz it was firſt bzonght 
out of Africa into the countries of Germanie and Bꝛabant. We doe call this floure 
Turkie Gillofers, and French Parigolds, African floures, oꝛ African Gillofers : 
the French men do call theſe floures Ollert de Turque. and Oulet & Inde: and from 
thence it commeth to paſſe that the Latinifts do call it Flos Indianus : in high Dutch 
Indianiſch Negelin: in baſe Almaigne, Thuenis bloemen: of Valerius Cordus, 
Tanaceum perunianum. Some learned men thinke that this herbe hath bene called 
of the ancient wziters , Ochonna, and that it ſhould be the Othonna, whereof 
Dioſcotides hath waitten, which groweth in Arabia about Egypt,whoſe leaues be 
hollow, as though they had bene eaten with Locuſts, Paulmers, oꝛ Snailes,which 
thing almoſt map be perteiued in the leaues of this Indian Gillofer, if a man take 
bpon them againſt the light. But in my indgement it is better like to be that herbe, 
which Galen in his fourth boke of Simples calleth Ly coperſium, o Lycoperlion. 

The vile nature and euill qualitie of this herbe. 

The Indian Gillofer is very dangerous,hurtfull,and venemous,both to man and 
beaſt, as I haue tryed by experience, namely vpon a pong Cat, whereunto J gaue of 
theſe floures to eat, very finely pound with greene o2 freſh cheeſe, wherenpon ſhe 
blaſted immediatly, and ſhoztly after died. AndJ was moned to make this erperi- 
ence, by the occaſion of a yong child who had gathered of theſe floures,and put them 
into his mouth, ſo that ffraight-waies his mouth and lips did ſwell exceedingly, and 
within a dap oz two after, they became very ſoze and ſcabbed , as alſo it doth often 
happen to them that put into their mouthes the pipes 02 hollow ſtalks of Bemlocke. 
Wherefoze it is manifeſt that this herbe with his floure is very euill and vene- 
mous, and of complexion much like vnto-Vemlocke , the which alſo may be partly 
perceined by his foule ano lothſome ſauour, which is very ſtrong and ſtinking, not 
much differmg from the ranke andnoyſome ſmell of Yemlocke, 


CHAP. XXVI. 
Of May Lilly, or Lilly Conuall. Alſo of Monophyllon.

CHAP. XXXIV. 


Of the Indian Sunne, or golden Floure of Perro. 


The deſcription. 


He Indian Sunne, oz the golden floure of Perrow is a plant of ſuch ſtaturt 

and talneſſe, that in one Dummer it groweth to the length of thirttene oz 

fcurtene foote, and in ſome places to the height of fourc and twenty, oz fine 
and twenty foot, his ſtalks be right ſtraight and thicke , and his leaues are very 
many, eſpecially they that grow vpmoſt , foz the vnder leaues do quickly fall and 
vaniſh ; eſpecially thoſe great bzoad leaues, which befoze the ſp2inging vp of the 
ffalke, are in quantitie almoſt as large as the leaues of the Clote-Burre. In the 
very top of the ſaid high ſtalke, there groweth a very large and moſt excellent floure 
moſt like to Cammomill oz Cryſanthemum, but much larger, and in quantitie al- 
molt like to a pꝛety bꝛoad hat,ſo that oftentimes when the circuit oz vttermoſt com- 
paſſe of the ſaid floure is meaſured,itis found to be of the bzeadth of halfe a foote : 
the middle of the llaure in which the ſ&d groweth, is like to a fine cloth, wzought as 
it were with nerdle wozke, the ſmall leaues which grow in compaſſe about, are of x 
bꝛight ſhining pellow colour, and enery one of them are in quantitie like the leanes 
of the Lilly floures, oꝛ rather greater, and are almoſt fiftis in number 02 mo: the 
lied is flat and long, and ſomewhat bzowne oz ſwart,in quantitie like to the Gourd 
lied: the roots are like to the roots —— canes.

the which befoze that time he had neuer ſcene, and thinking it had bene one of the 
amorous Ladies that loued him, he was ſs rapt with the lone of himſelife, that 
he defired to kiſſe and imbꝛate himſelfe ; and when he could not take hold of his own 
ſhadow oz figure, he died at laſt by extreme fozce of loue. In whoſe honour and per⸗ 
petuall remembꝛante, the earth (as the Poets faigne) bzought fozth this delectable,

A pong wenth called Crocus, went fo2th into the fields with Percury to thzow the 
fledge,and whiles ſhe toke no heede, ſhe was vnawares ftroken in the head by Per- 
turie, andgr&nouſly hurt, of which hurt ſhee died incontinent, then of her bloud ſs 
thed vpon the ground the Aaffron ſpꝛang vp.

Saffron is hot in the ſecoud degree, and dzy in the firſt,

Saffron is god to be put into medicines, which are taken againſt the diſeaſes of 1 
the Bꝛeaſt, the Lungs, the Liuer, and the Bladder : it is god alſo fo2 the tomacke 
to be taken in meats, fo2 it comfozteth the ſtomacke and cauſeth god digeſtion, and 
dzunken in ſodden wine it pꝛeſerueth from dzunkenneCe,and pzouoketh bodily luſt. 

Saffron taken in ſweet wine, cauſeth one to be long winded, 4 to fetch his bzeath 
eaſily : and it is god fo: them that are ſhozt winded,and Aſthmatique. 

Saffron mingled with womans milke,and laid to the eyes, pꝛeſerueth them from g 
the flowing dawne of humo2s, and from the Peſels and ſmall pocks, and ſfoppeth 
the flurion oz bloud-ſhoting of the ſame, being laid thereupon. 

It is alſo god to be laid vpon inflammations,cholericke impoſtumes, and wilde 
fire, and it is very good to be mingled with all medicines foz the eares. 

Alſo it is very good to mollifie and ſoften all hardnefle, and to ripen all raw tu- 
moꝛs o: (wellings. 

The roote of @affron dꝛunken in wine, pzonoketh vꝛine, and it is good loꝛ them g 
that haue the tone oz grauell, and that cannot piſle but dꝛop after daop.

Here are diners ſ92ts of Standergraſle called in Greeks Orchis, and in dutch

Lanender groweth in certaine places of Italie, payne, and France, on the 
mountaines and rough ſtonis places that * — the Dunne: they plant it hers 
in gardens, eſpecially the female Lanender, which is very common in all gardens,

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The Floures of Lavender alone, oz with Cinnamome, Nutmegs, and Clones, 
de cure the beating of the heart, and the Jaunders, and are ſingular againſt the 
Apoplexie, and giddineſſe, oz turning of the head, they comfozt the bzaine and mem- 
bers taken oz ſubiect to the Palle. 

The conſerue made of the Floures with Bugar, p2ofiteth much againſt the ſayy 
diſeaſes to be taken in the mozning faſting, in quantitie of a Beane. 

The diſtilled water of the floures of Spike oz Lavender, healeth members of the 
Palſfie,if they be waſhed therewith.

CHAP. LXXXVII. 


Of Stæchados, or French-Lauender. 
The deſcription. 


His is a beantifull hearbe, of a goed and very pleaſant ſmell , with diuers 

weake and tender bꝛanches, ſet full of long, ſmall, and whitiſh leanes , but 

ſmaller, narrower,and tenderer, and of a moze amiable ſauo: than the leaues 
of Lauender. At the toppe of the ſtalkes there grow fayze thicke knops oz ſpikie 
eares,with ſmall blew floures, thicke ſet and th2uſt together: theſe knops oz eares 
are ſold euery where in ſhops by the name of Stzchados1Arabicum. 

There is pet another hearbe which the Apothecaries doe call Sticas citrina, the 
which we haue deſcribed in the lx. CE firſt Booke. |

The leaues and Floures of Stæchados giuen often to ſmell vppon, doch comfozt N 
thr bzayne, the memozie, and inward ſenſes, 
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Of Dictam, or Dittanie of Candie.

loſcorides that ancient Perbozift, wiiteth of tha& ſo2ts of Dictam, whereof 


the firſt only is the right : the ſecond is the baftard Dictam : the third 
is another kind, bearing both Floures and ſeed.

' T Hefirlt kind , which is the right Dicram, is (as Dioſcorides ſaith) a hete 

and ſharpe hearbe much like vnto Penniropall, ſaving that his leanes bee 
greater and ſomewhat hoare o2 moſſie with a certapne fine downe,oz woolly whits 
cotten : at the toppe of the ſtalkes 02 ſmall bzanches, there grow as it were certaine 
ſmall ſpikie eares 02 tuffets, hanging by little (mall ſtemmes, greater and thicker 
than the eares of ſpikie tuffets oz wild Parierom, ſomewhat red of colour, in which 
there grow little Floures. 

2 ſecond kind which is called Pleudodictamnum, that is to ſap, baſtard Di- 
tam, is much like vnto the firſt, as Dioſcorides ſaith , ſauing that it is not hots, 
nepther doth it bits the tongue: Pleudodictamum hath round ſoft woolly falke 
with knots and ioynts, at enery of which ioynts oz knots , there are two leaues 
ſomewhat round, ſoft, and wogllyp, not much vnlike the leaues of Penniropall , (a- 
ning they be greater, all hoare oz white , ſoft and woolly like to the firſt leaues of 
white Mullein, oz T apſus Barbarus, without ſanour and not warpe, but bitter in 
tsfte : the Floures be of alight blew, compaſſing the ſtalke by certaine ſpaces like 
to garlands oz whozrowes, and lit the Floures of Penni-ropall and Yozehound : 
the root is of wooddie ſubſtance. 

The third kind in figure is like to the ſecond , ſauing that his leauet are greener 
and moꝛe hap2ie, couered with a fine white ſoft hapze , almoſt like to the leaues of 
Water-mint. All the hearbe is of a very good and pleaſant ſmell, as it were be- 
twirt the ſauour of Water-mint and Dogs, 6 as Dioſcorides witnefleth,

1 Che firff kind of the right Dictam commeth from Crete, which is an Aland 
in the Sea Mediterrane, which Jland we doe now call Candie, and it is not found 
elſe- where, as all the Auncients doe wzite. Therefoze it is no maruell that it is

CI Apothecaries, who with great diligence get it from Candie to be

The right Dictam is of like vertue with Penniropall, but yet it is better and g 
ſtronger : It bzingeth downe the Floures, it erpulſeth the after birth, and the dead 
child, whether it be dzunken oz eaten, oꝛ put in vnder a Peſſarie, oz mother Wup⸗ 
poſito2ie : the like vertue hath the roote, which is very hote and ſharpe vppon the 
tongue. 

The iuyte of Dictam is very good to be dꝛunken againſt all venome,and againg B 
the bitings of all venemous beaſts, and Serpents. 

Dictam is of ſuch fozce againft popſon, that by the onely ſanour and ſmell there 0 
of, it dzpueth away all venemous and wicked Beaſts , and in manner killeth 
— canſing the ſame to be aftonied , if they ber but onely touched with the 
ams. 

The inyce of the ſame is of ſoneraigne and ſingular foꝛte, againtt all kinds of D 
wounds made with Glaius, oz other kind of weapons, and againſt all bitings of 
venemous beafts, to be dzopped 83 powꝛed in, foz it doth both munoific,cleanſe and 
cure the ſame. 

Dictam qualifieth and ſwageth the payne of the @plene o2 Pelt, and waſteth oz 6G 
diminiche th the ſame, when it is tas much (wollen oz blaſted , if it be eyther taken 
inwardly, oꝛ applyed and layed outwardly, 

It dꝛaweth fozth ſhiuers, ſplinters, and thoznes, if it bee bzuiſed and laped bpon F 
the place. 

We may ſee it left to vs wꝛitten of the Auncients, that the Goates of Candie be / G 
ing ſhot in, oꝛ hurt by any ſhaft oz Jauelin, hanging oz ſticking faft in their Fleſh : 
how that incontinent they ſ&ke out Dictamnum, and eate thereof,by vertue where- 
of the arrowes fall off, and their wounds are cured.

The leaues and ſced of Fenel dzunken with wine, is good againſt the ſtingings C 
of Scozpions, and the bitings of other wicked and venemous beatts. 
Fenel, oꝛ the ſ&d dzunken with water, aſſwageth the paine of the ſtomacke, and D 
the wambling oz defire to vomite, which ſuch haue, as haue the Ague. 

The hearbe, the ſeed, and the root of Fenel, are very good foz the Lungs, the E 

Liuer, and the B idneys, foz it openeth the obſtructions oz toppings of thoſe parts, 


and comfoꝛteth them. 
The rootes pound and layed too with Donie , are good againft the bitings of F 


mad dogges. 
The ltaues pound with Winegar, are good to bee layed to the diſeaſes called the G 


Wild-fire,and all hote ſwellings, and if they be ſtamped together with ware, it is

2 The ſecond kind is like to wild Perſley, the ſ&@de whereof is of a very plea- 
ſant and aromaticall ſauonr, andof a ſharpe and biting taſte: and both theſe kinds 
are yet vnknowne.

The @arifrage is called in Latin, and in the ſhops of this country Saxifragia,and 
Saxifraga, of Simon lannenſis, Petra findula, of ſome Bibinella: in high Dutch, 
Bibernell, and Feldmozen: in baſe Almaigne, Beuernaert, and Beuernelle. there 
be ſome alſo which call it Bipennula, Pimpinella, and Pampinula, the which is the 
peculiar oz pzoper name of our Burnet , deſcribed in the 95 chapter of the firſt 
boke, and doth not appertaine vnto theſe herbes, as it appeareth by this old verſe : 
Pimpinella pilos, Saxifraga non habet vllos: that is ts ſay, Pimpinell oz Burnet 
hath haires, but Sarifrage hath none. Whereby it appeareth that our Pimpinell, 
commonly called in Cngliſh, Burnet, (which hath certaine fine haires appearing in 
the leaues when they are bzoken) was called in times paſt in Latine Pimpinella, 
and this which hath no hairineſſe at all was called Saxitragia. Dome learned men 
of our time, trauelling to bzing the ſmall Sarifrage vnder certaine chapters of 
Dioſcorides, do call it Sion ; and others Petroſelinum Macedonicum. The third 
ſozt would haue it a kind of Daucus; but in my iudgment it is much like to Diolco- 
tides Err, Bunium,

The ſame chewed vpon, maketh one to auoide much flenme, and dzaweth from F 
the bzaine all grofſe and clammy ſuperfluities: it ſwageth tothach, and bzingeth

' T Be firſt kind of Panaces, hath great greene, and rough leaues, laid e ſpꝛead 

abꝛoad vpon the ground, and parted into fine iags and cuts, almoſt like the 
leaues of the fig tree. Amongſt them ſpꝛingeth vp a long thicke ftalke with ioynts, 
white without and hairie, ſet here and there with the like leaues, but ſomewhat 
ſmaller, and bearing at the top a buſh oꝛ ſpokie tuffet like vnto Dill: the floure 03 
bloſſome of it is yellow,and the ſeede of a pleaſant ſauour, ſharpe and hot. At hath 
diuers white roots growing oz comming fozth of one head, of a ſtrong ſaugur, and 
touered with a thicke bitter barke. Out of the ſaid root,and the tem oz ſtalke cut, 
and ſcarrified,floweth the guwme oꝛ liquoꝛ called Opopanax, the which being freſh 
and newly dꝛawne fo2th of the Plant, is white; but being dzy, it wareth all pel⸗ 
low without, as ghongh it were coloured with Saffron, 

2 The ſecond kind of Panaces hath a lender ſtalke of a cubit long with knots oz 
ioynts, the leanes be greater, moze hairie, and of a ſtronger ſauour than the leaues 
of Fenell : the floures grow alſo in tuffets oz rundels, and they are ycllow of an 
odoriferous ſauour and ſharpe tafte : the rot is ſmall and tender. 

'3 The third kinde, as Dioſcoride: and others doe w2ite, hath leaues like vits 
Marierom, floures of a golden colour, a ſmall rot, not going deepe in the ground, 
and of a ſharpe taſte. But as Theophra(tus and Plinie doe deſcribe it, this third

4 V Nto theſe thꝛee kinds of Panaces, we may iopne a certaine other ſtrange 

And this plant hath great 
large leaues,ſomewhat rough and hairie, largely ſpꝛead abzoad,and made of ſundzp 
leaues ioyned togither all in one, whereof each collaterall (02 byleafe) is long any

The ſerd of Ligoſticum warmeth the ſtomacke, helpeth digeſtion, and is pleaſant C 
to the mouth and taſte : wherefoze in times paſt the people of Genues did vſe it in 
their meats in ſtead of pepper, as ſome do pet, as witneſſeth Antonius Muſa, 

2 The rot and ſeed of Louage dꝛied and dzunken in wine, doth dzp bp 4 warme D 
the ſtomack, eaſeth trenches oꝛ griping paine of the belly, dꝛiuing away the blaſtings 
and winvinefſe of the ſame. 

Che ſame rot and ſeed do moue vꝛine, and the naturall ſickne ſle of women, whe- C 
ther they take it inwardly, oz whether they bathe themſelues with the decoction 
thercof, in ſome hollow ſeat, oz ſtue.

Onſlidering (welbsloued Reader) that we haue mitten in the Chapters go- 
ing befoze of ſome Pearbes, aut of which low very coſtly ſaps 02 gummes 
gathered, dzyed, and pzeſerued, the which ate greatly, vſed in medicines and 
Surgerie, eſpecially as the ſap of Panax, the which is called Opopanax, and the ſap 
of Laſerpitium, the which is named Laſer, which in farre countries voe flow out of 
the ſame Hearbes, and ars bzought ints this Countrie, and into all parts of Chzi 
ſtendome, of whoſe ffrength and vertue we haue not wzitten : haue we in 
the end of this part fo2 a concluſion and finiſhing of the ſame , wzitten of the nature 
and vertue of the ſame Gummes. And not onely of the Gummes flowing out of the 
Hearbes aboue rehearſed: but alla of Gumaos ard Says flowing out of Vearbes 
oz thereof made, the which commonly we find at the Apothecaries , and are vfed in 
medicines,although that the Hearbes (becauſe they are not knowne in Chziſten- 
dome) are not wꝛitten oz ſpoken of by vs, omitting the ſappes and gummes which 
flow out of woods and trees, as Rofine, Pitch, Turpentine, and ſuch like, we will 
waite of the Hiſtoʒie of Woods and trees. And in the deſcription of theſe Gummes 
and ſappes, we will follow the learning of the Auncients , as Dioſcorides, Galen, 
Plinie, &c. Declaring their names as they are called by the ſaid Ancients in Greeke 
and in Latine, by the which they are now at this time knowne to the Apothecartes, 
like as we haue vet hitherto done and wzitten in the Viſkozie of Yearbes, IE

Pozeo- 
uer, it is verie good againſt all cold diſeaſes of the bzayne and finews,as the crampe 
and palſie, gcc. 

The ſame taken in the like manner and quantitie, doth mundifie and ſconre the ( 
b:eaff, and is good fo2 aſthmaticke people, and fo2 them that are troubled with the 
Choztnefle of wind oꝛ bzeath, and with an old dangerous congh. 

It cureth alſo the hardneſſe, and other miſhaps of the melt oꝛ ſpleens, and dꝛop d 
ſie, if it be tempered oz ſteeped in Puſte, and dzunken. 

Opopanax doth ſcatter, ſoften, and reſolue, all hard, cold ſwellings 02 tumozs, C 
being ſteeped in vinegar, and applyed 92 layed thereto. 

It is good to be layed to thr @ciatica (which is the gowt in the hippe 02 huckle · f 
bone) and it eaſeth the payne of the gowt of the legges and feet, being layed thereup⸗

Aſerpitium (by that we may gather of Theophraſtus and Dioſcorides ) is an 
hearbe that dyeth yerely : his ſtalke is great and thick like Ferula: the leaues 
belike Parfley , and of a pleaſant ſent : the ſeedis bzoad as it were a little 
leafe : it hath a great many roots growing out of one head, which is thicke and co⸗ 
nered with a blacke ſkinne. 

From out of theſe rootes and ffalkes being ſcarified and cut, flowetha certapne 
ſtrong liquoz, the which they dzy,and is very requiſite in medicine , and it is called 
Laier, hut it is not all of a ſozt,no2 in all places alike : foz it changeth in taſt, ſaus2, 
and faſhion,acco2ding to the places whereas the Laſerpiciumgroweth, 

The ſappe oʒ liquoʒ that floweth out of the Laſerpitium growing in Cyꝛene, is 
of a pleaſant ſauour, and in taſte not very grieuous: ſo as in times paſt,men did not 
onely ble it in ſhops foz Phyſicke, but alſo in fine cakes, iunkets, and other meats, 
as Plinic wziteth.

And it was firft found out in the time of luba King 
of Lybia : the leafe of this plant is long and round, almoft like to the fruit of Cucu- 
mer, but the ends 02 cozners be ſharper, and ſet about with many pzickes , which 
are ſometimes found in the gumme it ſelfs : one of thoſe leanes ſet in the ground, 
doth increaſe and multiplie divers. The fappe oz liquoz that commeth fozth of the 
ſapd leaues, burneth oz ſcaldeth, and ſtraightwaies it congealeth and becommeth 
thicke, and that is the Euphorbium. The firſt Euphorbium is yellowiſh, clere, 
bꝛittle, very ſharpe, and burning in the mouth and thzoat, freſh and new, not much 
elder than a yeare: foz this gumme doth ſoone looſe much of his heat and vertue by 
age, as Galen and Me ue ſap,

1 The malice and violence of Euphorbium is coxrected many wayes: and firſt 
pe mult annoint it with ople of [Wert Almonds, after put it into the middle of a 
Citron, wꝛap it, 82 cloſe it vp in leanened paatt, and ſs bake it, and when the paaſt 
is ready, yte may take the Euphorbium out of it, ta vſe in medicine.

This gum is very connenient to bloud-ſhotten eyes, the ſpots, darknefſe,ſcars, » 
and ſuch like impediments oz defaults of the ſame : eſpecially if it be ſteeped in 
Alles milke, by the ſpace of foure oz fine dayes (as Meſue wziteth) but the milke 
muſt be enery dap renued,and the ſtale oz old milke caſt away.

Ariſtolochia rotunda, doth beautifie, cleanſe,and faſten the tieth, if they be often *

Some of the learned do thinke this herbe to be Piitolochia deſcribed 
of Plinie; others would haue it to be a kind of Fumetozie,called Capnos Phragmi- 
res; and ſome thinke it to be , Theſium Theophraſti: ſame alſo thinke it to 
be ve, Eriphiam Plinij: and it ſcemeth to be ſomwhat like Eriphya (that is wzit- 
ten with y) becauſe it is found in the ſpzing time onely : and therefoze it may be 
well called , that is in Latine, Planta veris.

: The great Centozie delighteth in a good and fruitfull ground, and graſſie 
hills and playnes. Dioſcorides ſaith, it groweth in Lycia, Peloponneſo, Areadia, 
Helide, Peſſenie, and in diners s of Pholoen, and @®myzna, that ſtand high 
and well againſt the@unne. Jt is alſo found vpon the mount Garganus oz Idea, 
in the countrey of Apuleia, and in the field Baldus the mountaines niere Ue- 
rona: but that which groweth in the mount Baldus, is not ſo good as that of Apu- 
lela, as Matthiolus | 

The fingle oz whole-leaued great Centozie groweth in payne, and the rootes

And as tome other wiite,they were ſonamed, 
becauſe Chiron was cured with thele hearbes of a certaitie wound which he tooke 
(being recepued as a gheft oꝛ ſtrafiger in Hercules houſe v5 lodging) by fall 
on his foote, one of Hercules ſhafts oz arrowes, as he was handling and viewing 
of the ſaid Hercules weapons and armor.

The greꝛne roote ofgreat Centozie ſtamped, oꝛ the dꝛye roote ſoked in water and 
b:uſed, doth ioyne together and heale all grene and freſh wounds, being laped and 
applyed thereunto. 

The inyce of the root, the which they gather and keepe in ſome countries, hath 
the like vertue as the root it ſelfe. 

The root of the (mall o2lefſe Centozie , is to no purpoſe foz medicine, but the 
leaues, floures, and of the ſame, are verie neteſlarp. 

The ſmall Centozie bopled in water oz wine,purgeth downewards 
flegmatique ,and grofſe humozs, and therefoze it is god fo2 ſuch as are græued with 
the Sciatica, if they be purged with ths ſame, vntill the bloud come. 

It is very good againſt the toppings of the liuer, againft the iaunders, e againſt 
the hardne le of the milt oz ſplerne. 
The decoction of Centozie the leſſe dzunken , killeth wozmes, and dzineth them 
fo2th by ſiege. It is alſo good againſt couvulſions and crampes, and all the diſea- 
ſes of the ſinewes. : 

Tho ivyce thereof taken and applyed vnder in a pefſary, pzonoketh the Floures, 
and expulſeth the dead · child. . 

Che ſame with honie, cleareth the ſight, and taketh away the clondes and ſpots 
of the ſame, being dꝛopped oz diſtilled into the ſame, and it is very good to be min- 
gled with all Collyzes, and medicines that are made foz the eyes. 

The (mall Centozie greene pound, and layed to, doth cure and heale freſh and 
new wounds, and cloſeth vp, and ſodereth old malignant vicers, that are hard to 
cure. 

Che ſame dzyed and reduced into pouder , is pꝛoũtable to be mingled amongſt 
oi ntments, playſters, pouders, and ſuch like medicines as are oꝛdayned to fill vppe 
with fleſh, fiſtulas, and hollow vicers, and ta mollifie and ſouple all hardneſſe, 


CHAP, X. 


Of Reubarbe, or Rhabarba.

Dome men alſo take the hearbe Aliſma oz Saponarta, foz a kind of Cruciata , it 
hath round ſtalks with iopnts oz knots : it is of a cubite oꝝ afoot and a halfe long, oz 
mo2e, the leaues be large with vepnes oꝛ ribbes, like the leaues of bzoad Plantaine, 
ſauing they be ſmaller, and moſt commonly growing by couples at euery ioynt, and 
bending oz falling backwards, eſpecially thoſe which grow next the roste: the 
flowers grow in the toppe of the ſtalkes, and alſo about the vpper ioynts in tuffets, 
of ſweet ſauonr, and colour ſometimes redde as a roſe , and ſometunes of a light 
purple 92 white colour, growing out of long round huſkes , and are made of fue 
leaves ſet together: in the middle whereof are certapne ſmall hapzie thzedes : the 
rootes be long and thicke, and grow oz creepe crookediy, byſwhich there hang certain

It groweth in certaine gardens of Bꝛabant, and elſewhere it groweth by flouds, 
bzookes, and riuers, and in moiſt places that are open againſt the Wunne.

Ale Peonie hath thicke red ſtalkes of a cubite long: the leaues be great and 
large, made of diners leaues growing 02 topned together, not much vnlike 
the TTlalnut tree leafe in faſhion and greatneſſe : at the higheſt of the ſtalke there 
groweth fay2e large redde Flowers, very well like redde Koſes , hauing alſo in 
the middeſt yellow thꝛerds 02 hayzes. After the falling away of the leaues , there 
groweth vp great cods 02 huſkes the o2 foure together, the which doe open when 
they be ripe, in the opening whereof there is to be ſcene a fayze red coloured liuing, 
and a poliſhed blacke ſhining ſeed, full of white ſubſtance : the roots be white, long, 
ſmall, and well ſmelling.

Ofthe kinds of Tithymale or Spourge. 


The kinds. 
Here are, as Dioſcorides w3iteth, ſeuen ſo:ts of Tithymall : whereof ſome 
at this time are well knowne, and ſome ſhall be now by our endeuoꝛ bzought 
againe to light, and ſome are pet vnknowne. 
The deſcription. 
I He firft kind of Tithymall , called the male kind, hath round red ſfalks, of 
the height of a cubit, that is, afote anda halte high. the leanes are long 
and narrow, ſomewhat longer and narrower than the leaues of the Dline tre, 
whereof the higheſt leaues befoze they be thzoughly growne, ſhew rough oz cotton- 
line. the lerde groweth at the higheſt of the ſtalke in pꝛettie round hollow leaues, 
like as it were baſons, oz litle diſhes, thꝛough which the ſkalke groweth. the ſerde 
is incloſed in the coꝛnered huſks, like the ſ&de of Palma Chrilti,as well in grow- 
ing, as in ſhape 02 faſhion, but much ſmaller ; the roote is of a wooddy ſubſtance 
with many hairy ſtrings. 

2 The ſecond kind of Tithymal hath ſfraight ſtalks of a ſpan long, about the 
which grow many leaues, ſet aſunder without oꝛder, thicke, whitiſh, and ſhatpe 
pointed, not much vnlike the leaues of Kneholme 62 Ruſcus , but greater and 
thicker, not blacke, but all white, of the colour of ſea @Spourge. And when they be 
b2uiſed oz burfſten, there cometh fs2th milke as out of the other kinds of Dpourge. 
the floures are pellow, growing in tuffets like Roſewurt 82 Rhodia: the fruit is 
triangled, like the fruit of the other @purges oꝛ Tithymales. 

3 The third kind, which map be well called Tithymal of the ſea,o2 ſea Spourge, 
hath ſir 02 ſeuen red ſtems 02 moe, comming from one root. the leaues are ſmall, 
almoſt like the leanes of Flare,oz L pneſerd, growing round about the ſtalke, being 
thicke toothed : the flanres are pellow and grow out of litle diſhes 03 ſawcers,like 
the firſt kind of Spourge, after commeth the triangled ſ&@de as in the other Tithy⸗ 
males: the roote is long and plaine, and of wooddie ſubſtance. This kinde of 
— leanes, diſhes and floures are much thicker than any other kinde 
of Spurge. 

4 The fourth kinde called Sunne Spourge, after his Greeke name, oz Tithy- 
mall turning with the Sunne,hath thꝛer o2 foure ſfalks fomewhat reddiſh, about 
the length of a foote , and his leaues are not ſo thicke as garden Pozcelane, the 
floures are yellow growing in tuffets. the root is like the other Tithymales. 

5 The Mt kinde called Cypzes Tithymale, hath round reddiſh ffalkes of the 
length of a foote. the leaves are very ſmall, greene, narrow, line the leaues of the 
Firre tre, but farre ſmaller and tenderer. the ſ&de is ſmall, but in all things elſe 
like the other, and if commeth in litle ble wiſh cups o2 fawcers, in the midſt of the 
ſide bzanches. this herbe hath leaues muchnarrower than Ezula minor. 

Ok this ſoꝛt there is found another kind very ſmall, the which may be well cal- 
led Cypꝛes Tithymall. It hath very ſmall ſtalks, both litle and tender, about the 
height of a ſpan, and vpon them ſmall tuffets, with floures of a faint yellow oz pale 
colo2,after commeth the ſed like to the other, but a great veale ſmaller. 

Pet there is a third ſozt of this kind, whereof the leaues be all white, but other 
waies it is like to Cypꝛes Zithymall, as the great and diligent Herboziſt Jan the 
Ureckom hath declared vnto ds, who befoze this hath had ſuch Tithymall growing 
in his garden: neuertheleſſe, J did nener ſc it, and therefoze Ado not ſet out a lar- 
ger deſcription. 

6 The ſixt kinde is great, of eight oz nine cubits high, growing like alitle 
trie, the ſtalke is ſometimes as big as ones legge (as Peter Belon waiteth) and 
b;ingeth fozth many bzanches ſpzead abzoad, reddiſh, and ſet with ſmall *

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like the leanes of the little my2tle-tree : the fruit is like the fruit of the other Ti- 


thymals. | 
7 The ſeuenth kind hath ſoft leaues like Molin az Vigtaper, but it is yet vn- 


knowne. 
All theſe kindes are full of white liquoz oz ſappe like milke , the which com- 
meth fozth when they de bzoken oz hurt, and it is ſharpe and bitter vpon the 


tongue. 
The place. 

1 The firſt kind of Spourge groweth not of his owne kind in this conntrey, and 
is ſeldome found but in the gardens of diligent Herboziſts. 

2 The ſecond (as ſaith Dioſcotides) groweth in places that lye waſte. 

3 Thethird groweth about the Sea, and is found in Zeland vpon trenches and 
dꝛye ſandie bankes, and in waſte places adiopning to the ſea. 

The fourth groweth about townes in plapne fields, and in ſome gardens : it 
its very common in this conntrey. 

The fift, called Cypzes Lithymall, is not found in this countrsy, but in the 
gardens of Her boꝛiſts. 

But the little of the ſame kind groweth about Palines,in bozders of ſome fields, 
pet it is not found euety where.

The iuyce, the ſ&de, and rootes of Mithymals, doe wozke their effect with vio- 
lence, and are hurtfull to the nature of man, tronbling the bodie , and ouerturning 
the ſtomach, burning and parching the thꝛoat, and making it rough and ſoze , inſo- 
much that Galen w2iteth, that theſe Bearbes oughtnot to be miniſtred oz taken in- 
ts the bodie, much lelle the iuyte ought to be dealt with, but onely it muſt be apply- 
ed outwardly, and that with great diſcretion. 

The corredtion, or remedie. 

Af one lap the barke of the rootes of Tithymals to ſoke oz ſepe in vinegar by 
the ſpace of a whole dap, then if it be dꝛyed and made into powder, putting to it of 
Anniſe oꝛ Fenel ſeed, gum Tragagante and Maſticke, and ſo miniſtred all toge- 
ther with ſome refreſhing oz cooling liquoz, as of Endiue, Cicszie, oz Dzenges, it 
will doe his operation without great trouble oz payne, and will nepther chafe no; 
inflame the thzoat, noz the inwards parts.

1 Deffirft kind of blew Woolfes-bane is ſmall, the leanes be ſplit and ſome” 
what parted, as Leopards - bane: the floures be as little hoods, like to the 
leanes of the greater Woolfes bane, with thꝛee cods following the ſame 

commonly together. On the hairie root owes as it were a little knop , where- 
with it ſp2eadeth it ſelfe abꝛoad and multiplieth. 

The great blew Woolfes-bane, hath likewiſe large leaues, and clouen oz cut, 
not much differing from the afozeſaid, but much greater, and moze finely iagged and 
tut, and in colgur likewiſe bzowne : the alkes grow to the height of thze oz foure 
foote, and they beare at the top faire blew floures, rough within , and made like a 
hood oz helmet, of fine leaues : whereof the two neathermoſt are narrow £4 fkreight, 
they of each ſide alittle larger, and the leafe that is all vpmoſt is great and hollow, 
as a cap oꝛ hood, couering the leaues that are by the ſides, In the hollownes of the 
ſaid flonre, grow two ſmallcrooked hayꝛes, ſomewhat great at the end, faſhioned 
like a fooles bable : in the middle of the ſaid flonres are many ſmall hapzie thaiedes, 
at the end of the ſaid ſma!l thꝛerdes, art little pzickes oz popnts, turning vppon yel- 
low. When the floures doe fall. there come in their ſterd, thz& oz foure huſkes toge- 
ther, hauing a hard, blacke, and toꝛnered ſeed: the roote is thicke and blacke,faſhi- 
oned like a Peare, and hath many hairie ftrings oꝛ ſtraps. 

To theſe kindes of blew Woolfes-baine, is likewiſe accounted another purple 
Floure, the leaues be much cut, the Floures grow along the ftalkes , and are of a

there follow ſmall coddes, contayning a blacke and coznered ſeed : the root is black 

The little pellow Woolfes-bane is a lower Hearbe, his leaues come fo2th of the 
Roote, the which are zeepely cut round about: the Flonres grow vpon ſome of the 
leaues, and they be of a pellow colcur, faſhioned like vato one of the Ranunculus 
floures.

It hath ſcarce one good pꝛopertie. It may be compared to a Phariſee, who ma 1 


keth a glozious and beautifull ſhew, but inwardly is of a coꝛrupt and poyſoned na⸗ 
ture. God graunt all true Chziftians and Chziftian Realmes , whereas this tree, 
o2 any bꝛanch thereof, beginneth to ſpzead and flouriſh, to put their helping handes 
to deftroy it, and all the bzanches thereof: as dilimulation, couetouſneſſe, bzibery, 
ſir ſymonp, and maiſter Uſurie. It is high time, if it be the will of God, to ſup 
plant it: fo2 it hath alreadie floured, ſo that I feare it will ſhoꝛtly ſ&dc,and fill this 
wholeſome ſople full of wicked Nerium.

Oleander 82 Nerium, is very hurtfull to man, but moſt of all to ſheepe, goates, 
Kine,dogges, alles, mules, hozſes, and all foure-footed beaſts : fo2 it is deadly, and 
killeth them: yea, if they doe but dzinke the water, wherein Dleander hath beene 
Keeped oz ſoked, it cauſeth them to die ſodainely, as Dioſcorides, Plinic, and Galen 
doe wzite.

Opium, that is the iuyte of Poppie dzyed, taken in quantitie of a fetch, ſwagethC 
all inward paynes, cauſeth fleepe, cureth the cough, and ſtoppeth the Flixe.

With Uinegar it is good to be layed to the diſeaſe, called Eryſipelas oz wild 
fire, and all other inflammations, and with womans milke and ſaffron, it ſwageth 
the payne of the goute. 

The ſame put ints the Fundament, as a Suppofitozie, bzingeth oz cauſeth? 
fleepe, 

To conclude, in what manner ſocuer Opium be taken, epther inwardly oz out- 
wardly, it cauſeth leepe,and taketh away papnes: Pet pee muſt take heed to vſe it 
euer with diicretion. 

The danger. 

The vſe of Poppie is verie euill and daungerous, and eſpecially Opium, the 
which taken exceſſiuely, oz too often applyed vpon the lech outwardly,oz otherwiſe 
without good conſideration and aduiſement, it will canſe a man to ſleepe too much, 
as though he had the Lethargie, which is the foꝛgetfull ſicknelle, and bzingeth ſoo 
liſh and doting fanfies, it cozrupteth the ſence and vnderftanding,bzingeth the Pal 
fie, and in fine it killeth the bodie.

He white Pandzake hath great large leanes, of a whitiſh greene tolour, thicke, 
and plaine, ſpꝛead vpon the ground, not much differing from the leaues of 
Beetes, amongſt the which there commeth vp, vpon ſhozt, mall, and ſmooth ſtems, 
faite, yellow, round apples, and of a ſtrong ſauour, but pet not vnpleaſant. The 
roote is great and white, not much vnlike a Radilh root, dinided into two oz thzee 
parts, and ſometimes growing one bpon another, almoſt like the thighes and legges 
of a man. 

The blacke 02 female Pandzake, hath likewiſc no vp2zight tem, his leaves be in 
like manner ſpꝛed abzoad vpon the ground, narrower and ſmaller than the leaues of 
Lettiſe,of an vnpleaſant ſmell oz ſauour.

tuch other, the diſeaſe oz paine is not cleane taken away, but the body and gre&ncd 
place is but onely aſtonied, oz made afleepe foz a ſeaſon, and by this meanes it fa 
leth no paine: but when they come againe to their feling, the paine is moſt com 
monly moze greenous than befoze, and the diſcaſe moze harder to be cured, by the 
extreme coling of the ſaid herbs, which bzing to the ſicke (eſpecially to ſuch as be 
of a cold nature) intelerable cramps and retraa ions of ſinewes : therefoze theſe 
herbs ought not to be vſed fo2 the appeaſing of paine, except in time of great nede 
when the grefe is great and intolerable.

Pet to ſap 
the truth, this is as it were but one ſazt oz kinde , and the dinerſitie conſifteth 
but onely in this point, that the one kinde is bꝛowner oz blacker, and the other 
ſozt is whiter and fairer, and the one is to be ſowen befozs winter, and the 
other after. ;

Uery kinds of wheat hath a round high ſtem, ſtraw, oz reed, moſt commonly 
many ſtrawes growing from one rot, euery one hauing th2& 02 foure topnts 
oꝛ knots, greater and longer than barlep ſtraw, couered with two oz the nar- 
row leaues , 02 grapiſh blades, at the higheſt of the ſaid ſtem oz ſtraw, a god way 
from the ſaid leaues 03 blades, groweth the care, in which the graine oz cozne is 
let, without ozder , very thicke, and not bearded, *

The nature. 

Wheat laid to ontwardly as a medicine, is hot in the firſk degree, without any 
manifeſt moiſture: but the bꝛead that is made thereof, is warmer, and hath a grea- 
ter foꝛce, to ripe, dꝛaw, and digeſt. 

The Amylum made of wheat, is cold and dzy, and ſomewhat aſtringent. 

The vertu. 

Raw wheat chewed in the mouth, is god to be laid to againſt the biting olg 
mad dogs. 

The whole wheat is very p2efitable againſt the paines of the gowt, when a man 
plungeth himſelfe therein, enen vp to the knees, as yer ſhall read in Plinic of Sextus 
Pompeius, who being ſo vſed was cured of the gout. 

Uheaten meate mingled with the inpce of Henbane, and laid to the ſinewes, is 
god againſt the rheumes and ſubtile hnmozs falling downe vpon the ſame. 

The ſame laid vpon with vineger and honie (called Oximel) doth clenſe andy 
take away all ſpots and lentiles from of the face. 

Lhe meale of Parch oz Summer wheat, laid to with vineger, is very god againft x 
the bitings of venemous beaſts. 

The ſame boyled like to a pafte oꝛ pap, and licked, is very god againſt the ſpit- # 
ting of bloud: and boyled with butter and mintes, it is of great power again 
the cough, and roughneſle of the thꝛote. 

The floure of wheaten meale bopled with honie and water, oz with ople and ww 6 
ter, dillolueth all tumo2s oꝛ ſwellings. 

The bꝛan boyled in vineger, is god againſt the ſcurnie itch, and ſpꝛeading ſcab, Y 
and diſſolueth the beginnings of hot ſwellings. 

The laid bꝛan boyled in the decoction of Ruc , doth ſlacke and wage the hard 
ſwellings of womens bꝛeaſts. 

The leauen made of wheaten meale, dꝛaweth fo2th ſhiuers, ſplinters, thoznes, 3 
eſpecially from the ſoles of the fete : aftd it doth open, ripe, and bzcake all (web 
lings and umpoſtumes, if it be laid to with ſalt, 

ZUheaten bꝛead boyled in honied water doth ſwage and appeaſe all hot (wellings, 
eſpecially in putting thereto other god herbes and inpces. 

UUheaten bzead new baked, tempered oz ſoked in bzine oz pickle, doth 4 
cure — all old and white ſcuruineſſe, and the foule creeping oz ſpꝛea- 
ding ſcab, 

The Amylum oz Starch, that is made of wheat, is god againſt the falling 
downe of rheumes and humoz2s into the eyes, if it be laid thereunto, and it cureth 
and filleth againe with fleſh, wounds and hollow vlcers. ala 
mylum 
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Amylum dzunken ſtoppeth the ſpitting of blod, and mingled with milke, it 
ſwageth the roughne lle, oz ſozeneſle of the thzote and b;eaft, and cauſeth to ſpit 
out eallly, 


CHAP. II. 
Of che Corne called Spelt or Sia.

bzanches doth part and dtuide themſelues againe into thzee bzanches, 
ſo in flowers and parted bzanches vntill they be hindered by froſts.

The decoction of Lupines doth beautiſie the colour of the face, and dzineth away x 
all frekels, and ſpots like lentils. The male thereof is of the like vertue mingled 
With water and lapd thereto. 
The flower 02 meale of Lupines, with the meale of parched Barley and water, « 
ſwageth all impoſtumations and ſwellings. 

The ſame with vinegar, oz boiled in vinegar, ſwageth the paine of the ®ciatica, 
it digeſteth, conſumeth and diſſolneth the kings evill oz ſwelling in the thzote , it o- 
peneth and burſteth wens, batches, boiles, and peſtilentiall oz plague ſozes. 

Lupines map be eaten, when as by long ſoking in water they are become ſweete, G 
and have loft their vitternes: foꝛ when they be ſo pzepared,they take away the loth⸗ 
ſomnes of the ſtamacke, and the defire to vomit, and doe caoſe good appetite. Pet 
fo; all that this kinde of food oz nouriſhment, engendzeth grofſe blod, and grofſe 
humozs.

The ſeed of Fenugreeke may be eaten, being pꝛepared as the Lupines , and is 3 
then of vertue like, and looſeth the belly gently. 

Pen doe alſo vſe to eat of the young buds and tender crops in ſalads with oyle Þ 
and vinegar (as Galen ſaith) but ſuch meat is not very wholeſome , fo2 it ouertur- 
neth the ſtomach, and cauſeth head-ach,to be vſed too much, oz too often.

der,ſmoth,round, and withont leaues , and the root from whence they grow 
and ſpzing vp, is large, and interlaced : the floures and ſteede grow vpon one ſide, 
almoſt at the top of the ſhutes o2 ruſhes in tuſts oz taſſels. 

The firft kinde is full of white ſubſtance o2 pith, the which being dzawne out, 
Geweth like long, white, ſoft oz gentle thzeds, and ſeructh foz matches to burne in 
lamps, and of the ſame is made many pleaſant deuiſes. 

2 The ſecond kind is ſomewhat rough, and harder in handling than the firſt, 
and hath but litle pith within, and the ſame not thicke noz cloſe, ſo that in dzawing 
it fozth, it yeldeth ſmall ſubſtance, wherefoze the ſaid pith is vnp2ofitable ; but the 
Rulh being dzped, is moze plyant, and better to binde any thing withall, than any 
of the other ſozts.

Amongſt the leaues ſometimes groweth vp along 

ſmooth and naxed ſtalke, without knots 82 topnts , not hollow within, 

haning at the top a grap, 02 rufſet long knap 82 care which is ſoff, thicke, 

and ſmooth, and ſeemeth to be nothing elſe but a thzum of gray wooll oz flocks, 

thicke ſet and thꝛong togither : the which at length when as the ſaid eare oz knap 

wareth ripe, is turned into a downe, and caried away with the winde: this do one 

oz cotton is ſo fine, that in ſome countries they fill cuſhions and beds with it, as 

Leonardus Fuchſius wziteth : the roots be hard, thicke, and white, with many 

hanging thꝛeds ouerthwart one another, and when theſe roots are dzp , then they 
burne very well.

This Typha groweth in this country in ſhadowie pooles, and ſfanding waters, 
and in the bzinks oz edges of great ay — commonly amongft reeds, 
The time.

This herbe is kalled in Greeke ?": in Latin Typha, and of the w2iters of theſe 
dayes T ypha paliltri:, as a difference from the other Typha, called Typha cerealis, 
which is a kind of graine oz cozne , the which hath bin already deſcribed in the 
fourth Chapter of this boke : of ſome it is alſo called Typha aquatica, and Ceſſiũ 
morionis: in French Marteas Maſſes: in high Dutch, Narrenkolben and Leiſz 
knoſpen : in baſe Almaine, Liſch Dodden, and Donſen. Turner calleth it in Eng⸗ 
liſh,reed Pace, and Cats taile: to which we may iopne others, as water Tozch, 
March Betill, oz Peſtill, and Donch downe, becauſe the downe of this herbe will 
cauſe one to be deafe, if it happen to fall into the cares, as Matthiolus wziteth: the 
leaves are called Matte Reede, becauſe they make mats therewith, to the which 
they onelp ſerve, when it bꝛingeth fozth neither talks no? cats taile.

and is carried away with the wind, almoſt like the eares of mill oz millet, put farre 
bigger : the roote is long and white , growing outwardly in the bottome of the 
water. 

7 The Cane of Inde, oz the Indian Cane, is of the kind of Reedes, very high, 
long great, and ſtrong, the which is vſed in Temples and Churches to put ont the 
light of candles, which they vſe to burne befoze their images.

Of Blites. 


The hindes. 


Here be two ſoꝛts of Blites, the great and the ſmall, and enerp of them is 
| dinided againe into two kinds , whereof the one is white, and the other red, 
and both common in this country.

12 great white Blite groweth two oz th: fot high and hath grayich, oz white 
round ffalks : the leaues be plaine and math almoſt like the leanes of ©zach,

And becauſe pou ſhall read in Dioſcorides of two other herbes called Tragia, 
to make ſome difference betwixt them, we do name this Tragium Germanicum : in 
French, Blanc he putain: in baſe Almaigne, Bocxcruyt : ſome call it Vuluaria, by 
which name it is knowne of the Herboꝛiſts of this country: Valerius Cordus cals 
leth it Garoſmos : J haue named it in Cnglilh, the Kanke ſtinking Goate, oz ſtink 
ing Potherwurt.

the garden, and the other is wilde. Againe, theſe Colewozts are dinided 
other kinds: foz of the garden Colewozts, ſome be white, and ſome be 
red, and pet of them againe be diuers kinds, 
The deſcription. 
1 He firſt kinde of white Colewozts, is the common white loſed oz cloſe cab- 
bage, the which hath great large leaues, full of groſſe veines, ribs, oz ſi⸗ 
newes, whereof the firſt leaucs befoze the cloſing of the cabbage ,, are of a white 
grerne cols;, but the others following next bnder them, are as white as ſnow, the 
which do grow ſo cloſely laid, and folden hard one with, and vpon another, that they 
are like to a great globe, oz rt und bowle. Theſe Colewo2ts (winter being once 
gone and paſt) 70 ſpꝛead ab2oad by vnfolding themſelues, and da bzing fozth both 
ficures and ſade, as other Colewoꝛts do. 

2 The ſecond kind of white Colewozts, is that which they call Sauoyp Cole- 
wozts. At is very much like to the white lofed cabbage, and ſo it cloſeth , but no- 
thing ſo firmely, neither is it ſo great noz ſo round as the afozeſaid ; but it abideth 
ſmaller, ę in ſhape longer. Z his kind of Colewozts cannot abide the cold,foz moſt 


commonly it decapeth as ſoone it beginneth to ftœſe: neuertheledle the winter being 
calme, 
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talme, as it was in the ye&re of our Redeemer, a thouſand, fiue hundꝛed, and the 
ſcoze: after winter it bzingeth fozth his ſfalke with faire white loures, and after, 
ward his ſ&de in ſmall white cods like to the other Cole woꝛts. 

3 The third kinde of white Colewozts is very ſtrange, and is named Flowzie 
o2 Cypꝛeſſe Colewozts. It hath grayiſh leaues at the beginning like to the white 
Colewozts, and afterward in the middle of the ſame leaues, in the ſtcede of the thick 
tabbaged, oꝛ lofed leanes, it putteth fozth many (mall white ſtems, groſſe and gen- 
tle, with many ſhozt bzanches , growing foz the moſt part all of one height, thicke 
ſet and faſt thong togither : theſe litle ſtems ſo growing togither, are named the 
floure of theſe Colewozts. 

4 The fourth kind hath grapiſh oz white grene leaues, as the other white 
Colewozts haue, but they remaine fill without cloſing #2 gathering to a round 
deape 02 crop; vet it beareth a great round knoplik? a Turnep, the which groweth 
right vnder the leaues, enen hard vpon the ground, and is white within like a 
Turnep, and is even ſo dꝛeſt and pꝛepared to be eaten, 

5 There is alſo a very ſtrange kunde of Cole, which is alſo ſet amongſt the 
white kinds of Colewurts, and is now called, ſwaxt oz blacke Colewurts. It hath 
long high ſtems, and grest, bzoad, ſwart grene leaues, the which are vneuenly 
wzinckled,oz crumpled: the floures be yellow: the ſiede and cods are very well 
like the other Colewurts. 

The deſcription of the red Colewnrts, 

1 · The firſt kinde of red Colewurts, hath great, bzoad, and ſmoth, bꝛownich, 
darke, red greene leaues, with reddich ribs, oz veynes going thzough them: the 
flonres be yellow, and the cods oꝛ huſks be long and lender : the ſeede is ſmall and 
round, bꝛowne without and pellow within, much like to Rape ſecede, but it is 
bigger. 

2 The lecond kinde his leaues at the beginning are like to the leaues of the fo; 
mer, but afterward the middle leaues do gather themſelues togither , and lie one 
vpon another, like the white Cabbage oz lofed Cole, the which be of a red oz pur⸗ 
ple colo. 

3 The third kinde of red Cole wurts his leaues be all to cut, and iagges, elſe it 
is like both in coloz, floures, and ſeede to the firſt. 

4 The fourth kinde his leaues be ruft, crumpled, and dzawne togither oz curled, 
the reſt is like to the fozmer red kinds. 

5s The fift kinde of red Cole wurts is the leaſt of them all, and almoſt like the 
wilde Cole, his ſtalks ano leaues are much ſmaller than the ficſt, but in all things 
elle like. This ſoꝛt of Colewurt is not vſed in meats, but is ſowen fo2 the ſ&>de 
onely, from which they do dꝛaw fozth an ople, which is daily and commonly ſold fo

of ſome wziters now a-dapes, Caulis marinus, and Braſſica marina: albeit this is 
not that Braſſica marina whereof Dioſcorides wziteth, which we haue deſcribed al 
ready in the third part of this wozke, amongſt thoſe kinds of plants called Winds 
wirds oz Bindwerds. :

This kind of Cole is very hot and dzy of complerion, and ffronger in wozking

The ſame eaten rawe, are good againſt the teeth being ſet on edge, 02 aſtonied, 
and it faſteneth them that be looſe. 

To conclude, Purcelaine cooleth all that is hote , wherefozg beeing laped bppon, 
wounds, eyther by it ſelfe 62 with the meale of parched harley, it pꝛeſerueth wounds 
from inflammation.

of a wooddy ſubſtance, like to the root of other low trees and plants. 

2 Theſecond kind of garden Roſes be redde, and are like to the white in leaues, 


Hootes, and bzanches , but they neuer grow ſo high noz ſo great, neither are = 
| the 
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bzanches ſo large: the floures be ot a pleaſant ſanour,of colour redde,and faſhioned 

like the white Roſes. 

The third kind are they which ſome call Roſes of Pꝛouince, whoſe ſhoots and 
ſpꝛings belike them of the red Roſe, ſauing that they grow vp higher, and pet foz all 
that they grow not ſo high as the white Roſe, ſo that this Roſe ſhould ſeeme to be a 
middle \ozt 02 meane kind betwirt the red and the white Roſes, which thing the ve⸗ 
rie colour of the Floures declare to be true, faꝝ they be neyther red noz white, but of 
* amirt colour betwirt red and white, almoft carnation colour, in all things elſe ike 
to the others. 

4 The fourth kind are the bzowne Roſes of P3zonince , the which be almott liks 
to the others in ſhoates, ſpꝛings and leaues. But their floures be of a fayze darke 
red colour, and of a very pleaſant ſausur 82 ſent, and theſe are beſt to be vſed in 
medicine. . 

: The fift is a kind of fingle Roſes, which is ſmal, and called Caſſia, oz Cangl- 
Roſe,02 the Roſe ſwelling like Caſſia : the leaues wherof be ſmaller than the leanes 
of the other Roſes, the ſhootes and twigs be alſo ſmall and thicke , ſet with thoznie 
pꝛickles of a bꝛowne ruſſet colour, growing almoſt ts the height of the Pꝛouinte 
Roſes. The floures be (mall and ſingle, ſwe&t ſmelling, and of a pale redve colour, 
and ſometime carnation. 

6 The xt kind of Roſes called Puſke Roſes, hath flender ſpzings and ſhootes, 
the leaues and flonres be ſmaller than the other Roſes, vet they grow dp almoft ag 
high as the Damaſke oꝛ Pꝛouince Roſe. The floures be (mall and fingle,and ſome- 
times double,of a white colour, and pleaſant ſauour,in pzopoztion not much vnlike 
the wild Roſes, 62 Canell Roſes. 

7 The wild Koſe leanes be rough and pzickley : the ſpꝛings, bzanches , and 
ſhootes, are full of ſharpe hookes oz rrooked' pickles, like the white double Roſe 
of the garden, but much leſſer, and the leaues be ſmaller, the floures be alſo ſingle, 
white, and dzawing towards carnation colour, and without ſauour. The which 
being fallen away, there riſe round knappes oz buttons, like as in the Garden- 
roſe plant, with which redde knops and buttons, the ſeed is couched and layed, 
in a hayꝛie downe,o2 rough cotton. Apon this plant 92 buſh is ſometimes found a 
ſpungious ball, rough hayzed, and of a greene colonr turning towards red, and is 
to be found about the moneth of June. 

8 Amongſt the kinds of wild roſes, there is found a ſozt, whoſe ſhoots, twiggs, 
and bzanches, are coucred all oner with thicke ſmall thozny pꝛickles: the floures 
be ſmall, ſingle,and white, and of a very good ſausur : the whole plant is baſs and 
low, and the leaſt of all both of the garden and wild kind of roſes.

The Roſe is called in Greek Rhodon, becauſe it is of an excellent ſmell and plea, 
ſant ſauour, as Plutarch wziteth, 

Pe ſhall alſo find this wzitten of Roſes, that at the firſt they were all white, and 
that they became redde afterward with the bloud of the goddeſſe Venus, which was 
done in this ſozt. 

Venus loued the pounker Adonis better than the UUarrier Mars ( who loued 
Venus with all his fozce and might) but when Mars perceiued that Venus loued A- 
donis better than him, he flew Adonis, thinking by this meanes to canſe Venus not 
onely to fozgoe, but alſo to fe2get her friend Adonis, and ſo ts lone Mars onely : of 
the which thing when Venus had warning how and where it ſhould be accompliſhed, 
the was ſuddenly moned, and raune haffily to haue reſcued Adonis, but taking ng 
care of the way, at a ſudden (ere ſhe was a ware) ſhe thꝛew her ſelfe vpon a bed oz 
thicket of White-Roſes, whereas (with ſharpe and cruell thoznes ) her tender feet 
were ſo pzickt and wounded, that the blond ſpꝛang out abundantly , wherewithall 
when the Roſes were bedewed and ſpꝛinculed, they became all redde, the which co- 
lour they doe pet koepe (moze 03 leſſe, acco2ding to the quantitie of bloud that fell 
bpon them) in remembzance of the cleare and pleaſant Venus. Dome others wzite, 
that fo very anger which che had conceined againſt M ars,fo2 the killing of her friend 

Adonis, the gane her tender bodie willingly to be ſpopled and mangled: 
and in deſpite of Mars, he thzew her ſelfe into a bedde oz herboz of pꝛickley 
Roſes. 

Some ſay alſo, that Roſes became redde with the caſting downe of that heauen 
ly dzinke Nectar, which was ſhed by Cupid that wanton boy , who plaping with 
the Goddeſle ſitting at the table at a banquet , with his wings ouerthzew the pot 
wherein the Nectar was. And therfoze (as Philoſtratus ſaith) the Roſe is ths flours 
of Cupid,oz Cupids floure. 


The nature. 

Roſe-leanss,that is to ſay,of the floures, be hote of complexion , and ſamewhat 
moiſt, taking part of a binding qualitie : the floure,that is to ſap , the little yellow 
haires that grow in the middle of the Roſe,are manifeffly dꝛy and aſtringent: of the 
ſame natureare the buds, knops, and fruit, with the rongh round hayzie bawle oz 
excreſcence that is found growing — the wild Role. 

t Verfaes. 

The iuyte of Roſes, eſpetially of them that are reddeſt, oꝛ the infuſſon o2 decocti- 1 
on of them is of the kind of ſoft and gentle medicines, which looſe and open the bel- 
ly, and may be taken without danger. It purgeth downeward cholerique humozs, 
and openeth the toppings of the liuer,ftrengthening and cleanſing the ſame, alſo it 
is good againſt hot ftuers, and againſt the iaunders. 

It is alſo good to be vſed againft the ſhaking, beating, and trembling of the heart, B 
taz it dzpusth fozth and diſpatcheth all cozrupt and euill humozs, in and about the 
deyne s of the heart. 

It is likewiſe good to be layed to the inflammation of the eyes, and all other hote £ 
infirmities, and ſpecially againff S. Anthonies fire, 02 wilg · fre. 

Roſes pound and beaten (mall, are good to be layed to the hote inflammation 02 D 
ſwelling of the bzeafts oꝛ paps,and againſt the outragions heat of the midziffe and 
ffomach.alſs againſt S. Anthonies fire,Cryſipelas,o; Serpigo. 

Lhe wine wherein dꝛied Roſes haue bin boyled, is good againſt the payne of the E 
head, the cyrs,the cares, the iawes 02 gums the bladder, the right gut, and of the mo- 
ther oz womens ſecrets, eyther poured in, oz annopnted with a feather. 

The yellow growing in the middle of the Roſe (which of ſome is called the ſeed F 
and floure of the Roſe ) ſtayeth the ſuperſluous courſe of womens floures, and ſpe- 
cially the white floures, and all other iſſues of bloud.

Pe ficft kinde of Ciſtus which beareth no Ladanum hath round, rongh,o2 hat- 
rie ſtalks, and femmes with knobbed ioynts, and full of bzancheg. The leaves 
be rounoiſh and couered with a Cotton oz ſoft haire, not much vnlike the lcaues of 
Sage, but ſhozter and rounder. The flowers growe at the top of the ſtalkeg, of the 
faſhion of a ſingle Roſe, whereof the male kinde is of colour red, and the female 
white, at the laſt they change into knobs oz huſkes in which the ſecde is contai- 
ned. 


Whereas Ciſtus gra weth naturally of his owne kinde, there is found a certaine 
excreſcenee oz outgrowing about the roote of this plant, which is of colour ſome⸗ 
times vellowe, ſometimes white, and ſometimes greene : out of the which is a cer» 
taine inice taken out by art, the which they ble in ſhops, and is called Hy pociſtis. 

2 The ſecand kind of Ciſtus, which is alſo called Ledon, is a plant of a wooddie 
ſnbſtance, growing like a little tree, oz ſhaub, with ſoft leaues, in figure not much 
vnlike the others, but longer, and bzowner. 

Upon this plant is found a certaine fatneſſe, whereof they make Ladanum, the 
which about Pidſommer, and in the hotteſt dapes is found growing vpon the new 
leanes of this Ciſtus, the which new leanes (after that the ſced with the old leaues 
are fallen off ) do firſt bud fe2th and ſpꝛing in Sommer. The ſaid fat oꝛ greaſe is not 
onely taken from the beards and feete of Goates, oz goate bucks which feede vpan 
the leaues and bzanches of this plant ( as Dioſcorides and the Ancients doe wzite ) 
bat alſo it is gathered and taken with things fit fo; that purpoſe, deuiſed by the in⸗ 
duſtrie and diligence of man, as ſome of the learned wziters of our time doe repozt, 
eſpecially the learned Peter Belon, the which hath much haunted and trauelled the

the which is faire and red when it is ripe, with a hard ſ@de oz kernell within: the

This plant k&peth his leanes both winter and ſummer, and in Jtalie and ſuch 
like places whereas it groweth of his owne accozd, it bzingeth fazth his fruit in 
Aungul, but in this country it beareth no fruit.

bzanches from the middle vpward euen to the toppe : the rootes be long and wood- 
diſh, and of a darke redde colour. 

The ſecond kind of Heath, is alſo a little baſe plant, with many little twigs, oz 
mall flender ſhuts comming from the roote, of a reddiſh bʒotone colour, with verie 
mall leaves, in faſhion not vnlike the leaues of common Thyme, but much ſmaller 
and tenderer, the floures grow at the top of the ſtrigs oz twigs, fine o2 ſir in a comi⸗ 

together, hanging downewards, of colour carnation and red, of making long 

and round, hollow within, and open at the ens like a little tonnel , ſmaller than a 
coznell which is the fruit of a Coznelbtree : the root is tender and creeping alongſt, 
and putteth fozth in diners places _ "a twigs oz ſtrigs.

The learned Matthiolus in his Commentaries vpon Dioſcorides lib. j. doubteth 
not of this plant but that it is Erica of Dioſcorides, whereunto he hath ſit two other 
figures of ſtrange Heath, ſent vnto him by one Gabriel Fallopius, alearned Phyſiti- 
on. Pozeouer, he commendeth much the decoction of our common Heath made 
with faire water to be dzunken warme both Pozning and Euening, in the quantity 
of fine ounces,th2e& houres befoze meat,againff the ffone in the bladder, ſo that it be 
vſed by the ſpace of thirtie dayes : but at the laſt the patient muſt enter into a bath 
made of the decoction of Heath, and whiles he is in the ſaid bath, he muſt ſit vpon 
ſome of the Heath that made the fozeſaid bath, the which bath muſt be oftentimes 
repeated and bſed. Foz by the vie of the ſaid bath and dpet oz decoction,hee hath 
knowne many to be holpen,ſo that the tone hath come from them in very ſmall pie- 
ces. Alſo Turner ſaith, that foz the diſeaſes of the Milt, it were better to 'vſe the 
barkes of Peath (in fed of tamariſk) than the barke of Quickbeme. Tur. lib, 1.

The Capers that grow in Africa, Arabia, Lvbia, and other hot countries, are- 
very hot euen almoſt in the third degree, cauſing Wheales, Pufkulles, and vicers 
in the mouth, conſuming and eating the fleſh euen to the bones; but they which 
grow in Italy and Spaine be not ſo ſtrong, and, as Simeon Sethy wziteth, they be 
hot and dzy in the ſecond degree) and therefoze are fitter to be eaten, becauſe they 
be moderately hot,v2p,and aſtringent,eſpecially the barke of the rote which is mot 
deſired in Phyſick : foz the floures and pong leaues be not of ſo ſtrong operation, 
and therefoze do ſerue better ta be _ with meats.

The barke of the rot of Capers is god againſt the hardneſſe and topping of the A 
milt, to be taken with Oximel, oz mingled with oyles and oyntments It foz that 
purpoſe, and applied oz laid outwardly vpon the place of the milt. 

Alſo they vſe with great pꝛoſit to giue of this rot in dzinke, to ſuch as haus the B 
Sciatica, the Palſie, and to them that are bznſed o2 ſquat,oz haue fallen from about. 

It ftirreth vp womens deſired ſickne lle, and doth lo mightily pzonoke vzine, that C 
it wareth bloody, if it be to much vſed and in to great a quantitie. 

It clenſeth old vicers and rotten (o2es that ate hard to heale: and laid to with D 
vineger, it taketh away foule white ſpots and mozphew. 

The fruit and leaues of Capers haus the like vertue as the rats, but not ſo — 
ffrong, as Galen ſaith, :

The Capcrs p2eſerued in ſalt eꝝ pickle, as they be bought into this Country, V 
being waſhed, boyled, and eaten with vineger, are meat and medicine: foz it ſtirreth 
vp appetite, openeth the toppings of the liner and milt, conſumeth and wafteth the 
cold legmes that are gathered about the ftomacke : yet they nouriſh verylitle oz 
nothing at all,as Galen ſaith.

But cher not otherwiſe able ta auoide 
the impoztunate ſuite of Apollo, ſodainelp called foz ſuccoz of her mother the earth, 
who pꝛeſently opened and ſwallowed in her daughter Daphne, and in ſterde of her 
bought fozth a faire Bay tre, When Apollo ſaw this change, he was much aſfs- 
nied, and named the tree Daphne, after the name of his beloned Daphne, and toke a 
b2anch thereof and twiſted a garland oz cap, and ſet it on his head. Whereby from 
that time hitherto the Bay hath fill continued as a token of pꝛopheſie, and is dedi- 
cated to Apollo, that is to ſay, the Dunne. Therefozs the Yeathen ſap, that the 
Bay tree withſtandeth all enill ſpirits and inchantments: ſs that in the houſe 
where as is but one bzanch of Bap, they affirme that neither inchantments, light- 
nings, noz the falling euill may hurt any body that is within. They ſay alſo, that 
the Bay oz Laurcll bzingeth health. And foz theſs cauſes (in times paſt) there was 
giuen a bꝛanch of Bay ts the Romane Denatozs euery New yeres day. And faz 
theſe cauſes alſo the Poets were crowned with garlands of Bap, bicauſe that Poes 
trie, oz the woꝛks of Poets is a kinde of pzopheſie oz ſothſaping, the which Apollo 


goucrneth and ruleth.

It comfozteth the heact,and aboue all other the mouth of the ſtomacke: wherefoze 
it is good againft the weakneſe of the ſame, the trembling of the heart and penſtut 
deauine lle, wamblings, vomitings and lothſoumeſſe, that happen in hot agues and 
ſuch other diſcaſes that trouble the fomacke. 
The ſame fruit with his iuice quencheth thirſt, and teuiueth the appetite. C 
The ſp2upe that is made of the iuice of this fruit, is almoſt of the fame nature and D 
operation that tbe iuice is: but moze fit and pleaſant to be taken at the mouth. 

The pils oʒ barkes of theſe fruites condited oz pzeſerued with hony oʒ ſugar and © 
eaten, doe warme the ſtomacke and helpe vigeſion, waſting and dziuing awaie all 
ſuperlluities of the ſtomacke, and amending the ſtinking bzeath. 

The ſeede withſtandeth all venome and poiſon, and the bitings and ſtinginges of F 
all venemous beaſtes: it killeth and dꝛiueth fozth wozmes, wherefoze it is good to 
be giuen to childzen againſt the woozmes.

next to them ſuch as be of Winiſh taſte: foz the ſweete Pomgranates ( becauſe 
they ingender a little heate and bzeede winde) are not very meete to be vſcd in as 
gues. 

The bloſſomes both of the tame and wilde Pomegranate trees, as alſo the gind ; 
oz ſhell of the Pomegranate made into powder and eaten, oz bopled in red Wine 
and dzonken, are good againſt the bloudvie flixe, and ino2dinate courſe of the mo- 
ther, not onely taken as is afozeſaiv,but alſo to ſit oz bath in the decoction of the ſame.

The ſeede of Pomegranates dꝛyed in the ®un, haue the like vertue as the low⸗ G 
ers: it ſtoppeth the laſke, and all iſe of blond to be taken in the ſame manner.

Figs pound with ſalt, rue, and nuts, withſtandeth all poiſon and coꝛruption of 
the aire.

Figs and muſtard ſeed pound very (mall togither, doe helpe the ringing nopſs O 
and ſound of the eares, alſo they amend the hearing being laid to outwardly. 

Jn few woꝛds, the dyed figs haue power to ſoften, conſume, and make ſubtill, p 
and map very well be vſed both outwardly and inwardly, whether to ripen oz ſoften 
impoſtumes, oz elſe to ſcatter and diſſolue them. 

Lheleaues of the fig tree doe waſte and conſume away the Kinges euill oʒ ſwel &1 
ling kernels in the thzote, and doe mollifie and waſte all other tumours, being ſmall 
pound and laid thereto.

I TY common Linden tree, which is the female Tilia wareth great and tbicke, 
ſpzeading fozth his bzanches long and large, and yeelving a great ſhadowe 
when the Sunne ſhineth, the barke is b;zowniſh without, ſmooch, and plaine, but 
next to the timber it is white, moiſt, and tough, and will caſily be wzeſted, turned, 
and twiſted euery wap: wherefoze it ig the very tuffe whereof they make tbeſs 
co2ds 03 halters of barkes. The timber is whitiſh, plaine, and without knots, and 
very ſoft and gentle to handle : and therefdze.the coales that be made of this wood, 
are good to make gun powder. The leanes be verp greene and large, ſomewhat 
tethed 02 a little ſnipt round about the edges, atherwapes not much vnlike to Juis 
leaues. The ſmall flowers be whitiſh and of a good ſaudur, many hanging togitber 
from out of the middle of a little narrowe white leafe. The fruit is none other but 
little round berrics oz pellets growing togithet in little cluſtcrs like to Jute bers 
ries, in which is contained a (mall —_— which is blackiſh, and falleth out, 
when the ſmall pejlets o2 buttons doe and are ripe. 

2 The ſccond kinde of Linden tree, which is the male ( calicd Tilia mas ) grow 
oth alſo great and thicke, and ſpzeadeth abzoape like the other Linden, the barke 
whereof is alſo tough and pliant and ſerneth to make toʒds and halters : but it is 
rongher, thicker, and bzittcler, grapiſh about the ſmall bzanches, but whiter than 
the bar kes of the common Linden tree, pet not ſo white as the bzanches of Clme. 
The timber of this Linden is much harder, moze knotty, and yellower than the tim- 
ber of the other, much like the timber oz wood of Clme, the leaues bee bzoade, not 
plaine, noʒ euen, but rough and a little cut about the edges,verylike to elmen leaues, 
ſaving that vpon them there neuer grow any ſmall bladders. This tree bzingeth 
foozth fruit very ſeldome, and therefoze ſome iudge it as barren: it bzingeth foozth 
fo2 his fruit, many things like to round flat huſks cluſtering togither, having a ter⸗ 
taine clift oz chinke at the ende, much like in pzopoztion and quantitie to the buſkes 
of the right thlaſpte deſcribed in the fiſt booke and lxij.

He Pine-tree is high and great, with many bꝛanches, at the toppe parted in- 
| to other round bzanches, ſet round about with little hard leaues, and almoſb 
ſharpe poynted oꝛ pꝛicklep, very freight oꝛ narrow , and of a greene whitiſh 
colour : the timber is redde and heauie, and within about the heart, full of ſappe and 
liquoꝛ. Mis fruit is great boulleans, oz bawles, ofa bzowne Cheſnut colour (and 
are called Pine apples) in which grow ſmal nuts, wherein is a ſwet white kernel, 

which is ſometunes vled in medicine. 

The firſt kind of the wild Pine trees, is high, great, and thicke , and yet not 
ſo high as the tame o2 garden Pins: the bzanches be ſpzead ab2oad , with long

Che third kind groweth ſtreight vpꝛight, and waxeth great and high, vet not ſa 
high as the other wild kinds: the bzanches of this doe grow like the Pitch tree : the 
fruit is long and bigge,almoſt like the fruit of the Pitch-tree : in the ſame is contai- 
ned triangled ſmall nuts, like to the nuts of the pine apple, but ſmaller and bzitler, 
with a kernel of good taſte, like the kernell of the tame pine. 

The fourth kind hath a long hard fruit, the which will not open caſily , nsz fall 
lightly from the tree. 

The fiſt kind hath ſmall round nuts, not much greater than Cypꝛes nuts, 
the which will open and fall quickly. 

From out of theſe trees commeth that liquoꝛ called Roſen , eſpecially from the 
wild trees: and it runneth moſt commonly out of the barke,oz from the timber, but 
ſometimes alſo it is found in the fruit oz apples. :
